In the Interliy confidence prevails 
among high officials and is slctre<l 
In *Oerman official quarters that 
there will be no submarine attacks 
on passenger vessels while the ques- 
tions at jnue are being resolved. 

The intimation which came in 
press dispatches to-day indirectly 
from Berlin to the effect that Ger- 
many would 'Willingly submit the 
qnestion raiaad the American 
note to arbitration was received 
with much interest and it was Indi- 
cated that if ther^ was a snspen- 
ston of submarine warfare on mer- 
chant .ships wliile the discussion 
was In progress, the plan might be 
given serious consideration by the 
American Government. 

Arbitration also had been talked 
of here before to-day's press dis- 
patches arrived. Some German offi- 
cials bad Intimated that although 
without advices from Berlin, they 
were confident from previous knowl- 
/ ed>:e of Hie <l('slre of the German 
Government to remain friendly 
With the United States, that arbitra- 
tion would bo welcomed. The dlf- 
llcnlty of oonstttutlng a court of ar- 
^ bitration at this time when moat of 
the great Powers whose paftleipa- 
tlon might be desired are at war 
was pointed out liy some dlplomat- 
*v Ists, however, as nuikhiK the plan 
impracticable. 

That some way would be found 
to reaeh an amicable settlement be- 
tween the United SUtes and Qer^ 
/ many was the growtng eonvietlon o( 
many officials and diplomatists to- 
day. A number of suggestions were 
lifiiiil. 

One Which was nlven serious 
thought was a proposal to refuse 
clearance to belHBerent ships carry- 
ing munitions of war or absolute 
contraband K tdey also carried pas- 
sengers. This would Involve no em- 
bargo, but a separation of passen- 
cer and contraband traffic.

— The American 
CommlsalOB for Relief In Belgium 
will have provided foodstuffs to the 
value ot about |«6,000,000 for the 
Belgian people by the middle ot 
August. Charitable contributions 
from America will have aniouiitcd 
to about $.'..nOii,(Mio and from other 
quarters of the world n|)proxlniately 
the same total. The great bulk of 
the food supplies, representing the 
remaining 966,000,000, is being pro- 
vided indirectly by the Belgian peo- 
ple themselves. 

This Is made possible by the elab- 
orate financial macliltiery set \ip by 
the commission, enahllni; the Hel- 
giana to utilize their own energies 
and resources. Fully 75 per cent, 
of the elgtaa people are belag sup- 
plied with food by the commtssioa 
without recourse to charity. 

One result of the comnilsaion's 
operations is that bread is now 
cheaper In Belgium than In London.

M'ashington, May 15. — It Germa- 
ny declines to aticpt President Wil- 
son's views on llie l.usltania and the 
Tnlted .States declares (or "nonln- 
tercourse " with that cottutry, what 
will happen? 

What is noninteroonrse? 

What would it mean? 

T took my question to a leader — 
to a man high in the counsels of the 
State I)ei)artiiient. He said: 

"It will mean a reasaertion of in- 
ternational morality. Nonlnter- 
course will be a stinging rebuke un- 
der whose Ignominy no people could 
fall to bow." 

"The isolation of O^many by a 
policy of complete non-Intercourse," 
continued this statesman, "wonid 
iiave many unprecedented results. 
Tiie moral effect In Itself would un- 
questionably be tremendous. It 
would be the only action short ot 
war which would bring home vivid- 
ly to one of the belligeroits- the ab- 
horrence felt in America for Its dis- 
regard of neutral rights. 

"For this at least we have pre- 
cedent In our own history. The 
Italian Governinent in IS'.IT, having 
tailed to obtain satisfaction from 
the United States for the lynching 
of Italian subjects in the hiiMorici 
New Orleans' riots, withdrew tte 
Minister, and for two years the Ital- 
ian Embassy at Washington was de- 
serted. 

"The shame of this rebuke was 
keenly felt In this country, and 
many advisi-rs close to the I'resi- 
dent believe such action on our part 
to-day would produce a similar feel- 
ing in Germany. 

"The Qrst ste in such a policy of 
nonintercourse." continued my In- 
formant, "would he tlie recall of 
our Ambassador and his staff from 
Berlin. All onr coa.snlar repres(>n- 
tatlves vv'ho are American cltlzt-ns 
would also be recalled, bpt In iitany 
smaller cities of Germany our Con- 
suls are tetlyo Bvmamt who, ot 
course, then wonld remain, but taot 
officially. • 

"At the same time our dliilomat- 
Ic reprcsiiitallves, with the otlier 
liilliKereiils. would refuse to saf-- 
Kuard further the Cierman Interests 
In those nations, and this, at least 
temporarily, would seriously Incom- 
mode the German Government. We 
might hand these interests over to 
one of the A. B. C. States — proba- 
bly Argentina anil we ourselves 
might be represented by Argentine 
at Herlln." 

Thus far the nonintercourse poli- 
cy oppears .simple, but official Wash- 
ington foresees in it many grave 
complications. . How about Bel- 
gium? Germany might demand the 
return of Minister ^rand Whitlock 
with our other diplomatic agents, 
yet In recalling him the Tuited 
States «(iiil(i hr in effect recognis- 
ing that Itelhinni had become Ger- 
iiiun ti'rrltory. This would be to' 
recognise the establishment o( gov- 
ernment by foreoi which the Preel- 
dent refused to reeogniae in the 
esse of Huerta In Mexico. 

Again, complete nonintercourse 
would Imply the dismissal of the 
Oerniaii Ai'ili:i ^^.idor anil his staff, 
as Well as the German Consuls In 
Amerlcsn cities. But to give Count 
von Bernsterif hfs credentials, say 
high officials here, might very prob- 
ably be taken by Germany la the 
light of a declaration of war, tor 
the two have In the past goaerally 
been synonomous. If Germany In- 
terpreted the dismissal of vnn Uern- 

storff (hat way. she mlgiit m lence 

the hostile sots whirii it is the very 
purpoee ot the I'ulteU State* to 
avoid. 

"And noainteroourse," continued 
the statesman above quoted, "would

American rooiI-i 
are still tilterlnu Into Germany to 
some fxtent, and officials here con- 
sider that the greatest moral effect 
could be obtained by aa embargo 
upon all such goods. 

"The meaning of this." said my 
Informant, "would he that the I'nlt- 
ed States held Interniitional moral 
Ity In sill ti lilpli i sii i iii that she 
was willing to iirolest against vloia- 
tlO> of it even when her act consist- 
refusing to take the enormous 
o( selling goods to the bel- 
ligerent who was guilty of the vio- 
lation of the highest laws of human- 
ity ibd moraHty."

London. May 15. — The sinking of 

the steamer I.Usitanla has aroused 
to a violent climax tlie smoldering 
lialred and susjilelon of tJernian.s 
living in England. This animosity 
lia.s found expression daring the hist 
few days in attacks on Germans, 
principally upon their shops In the 
poor quarters of London and Llver- 
I)ool, while there have been minor 
disturbances In Mirkenhead. Man- 
chester. Cilasuow and other plares. 

Windows of many Gernian shoiis \ 
Were sniashed and some stores were 
pillaged. The proprietors of the 
shops generally were driven away 
by angry crowds. None of the per- 
sons attacked are reported to have 
been seriously Injured, but a consid- 
erable nnniher were more or les.- 
beaten and tlielr clollirs were torn 
One or tvi) sliops have liern s^ t mi 
lire by the rioters. A siioiitaneoii.s 
movement has developed In the Lon- 
don market to boycott subjects of 
enemy countries, and small dealers 
who appeared tor supplies were re- 
fused them and a number of them 

Were driven away hy crowd.'^. | 

The liolii'e forci s of lnuh London 
and Liverpool have been depli'ti-d liy ! 
enlistments lu the urmy, and spec- 
ial constables have been called out 
to help the regulars. These consta- , 
bles. however, are mostly citlsens 
without experience In police work, \ 
and the mobs often have gotten the 
better of them. A nunibi r of po- ^ 
lice have been injured during the 
riotings. I 
Many disturbers of peace were, 
brought before the Police Courts' 
and received punishment in sen-, 
tences ranging from four months' . 
Impri.soninent, iinjiosed on one LIv- I 
erpool woman, to a four-sliiiiings 
fine. 

In several instances English, 
Swiss and Russian siiops bearing 
Teutonic names have been mistaken 
by the rioters tor German eatablish- 
ments and suffered the same dam- 
age as the German shops. 

Till' anti-German feeling Ls in no 
wise eonlined to the lower rlass.'S 
of the population. There has been 
a general demand by the newspa- 
pers for the internment of all sub- 
jects ot enemy countries, and agita- 
tion by several members of Parlia- 
ment Induced the Premier to sum-i 
mon a special Cabinet meeting ta 
I'onslili'r the matter. .\fter thf 
meeting I'remter Asquitli made a 
statement in the House of Coniiiions 
foreshadowing that tlie Government 
will carry out the popular demand 
for placing these aliens in concen- 
tration eampa. 

"It would be difficult to find n 
parallel for the feeling of righteous 
iiidi*;natioii aroused In all classes in 
this country," ihe Premier said. 
"One result of this, r.nliaiipily. Is 
that innocent und unotVendiug per- 
sons are in danger of being made to 
pay the penalty (or the crimes of 
other*. 

"Prom the military point of view 
the steps already taken in the mat- 
ter of internment have otherwise 
proved ailequale for the purposes In 
view, iianiily, to providi' for !!• 
safety of tin' lountry and to prevent 
illicit I'oniiiiiinliaiion between alien 
enemies here and their Govern- 
meats abroad. Bvorythlac hitherto 
done in the way ot Intommen^ has 
been done on the responsibility of 
the War Office.

wbosa ordera ttaey acted, wltti the 
crime of wholesale mardef before 
the tribunal of the clTillied ♦orld. 

"We desire to exprea* Blaoere 
condolences and sympathy with the 
relatives of tlie deceased, tlie Cu 
■ard Company and the raited 
atatea, many of whose citizens per- 
lahed la thla murderous atuck on 
an unaraed Uaar." 

This verdict was retaraed hy the 
Coroner's Jury, whfch tor two days 
has been holding an Inquest over 
the bodies of five of the Lusitania 
victims. Tlio verdict was ordered 
by Coroner John Horgan after hear- 
iag testimony of survivors and of 
Cfptaia W. T. Turner, CapUin of 
the Lusltanla. 

Coroner HorgaB charged that the 
responsibility "lay on the German 
Government and the whole people 
of Germany, who collaborated in 
the terrible crime." 

"I propose to aslt the Jury," he 
'eoBtlBued, "to retnra the only ver- 
dict posalbla lor a aelf-respectlng 
Jury, that the maa la ebarga of the 
submarine were guilty of willful 
murder.'' 

Ship's Bugler Livermore testi- 
fied that the watertight compart- 
ments were closed, but that the ex- 
ploaloaa and the force of the water 
'■laat h^ve burst them open. He 
■aid that all the ottoera were at 
their poats, aad that earUar arrivals 
of the rescue craft would aot have 
■aved the situation. 

Captain Turner testified briefly. 
The Coroner asked him: 

"You were aware threats had 
been made that the ship would be 
torpedoed?" 

"yft were." the CapUln replied.

"What pfacantloB did yon take?"

on the port aide and heard Second 
omcer Hefford call out: 'Here's a 
torpedo.' 

"I ran to the other aide aad saw 
clearly the wake of a torpedo. 
Smoke aad stfan eame up botweea 
the laat two funnela. There waa a 

slight shock. Immediately after the 
first explosion there was another 
report, but that aiay poaalbiy have 
beea lateraal. 

"I at oaoe gave the order to low- 
er the boato dowa to tka ralla. aad I 
dlreetod that ufoma aad ahildraa 
should get lata thaai." 

"I also had all the bulkheads 
closed," Captain Turner continued. 
•Retween the time of passing Fast- 
net at about 11 o'clock an l of the 
torpedoing I saw no sign wliatpv.-r 
ot aoy aabmarines. Ther.> was 
Bia haaa alone the Irish coast, 
aad when we wora 'aatr Faataet 1 
■lowed down to 15 kaota. t was la 
wireless eom^nnlcatlob with ahore 
all tlie way across." 

Captain Turner was asked wheth- 
er he had received any messages In 
regard to the presence of subma- 
rines off the Irish coast. He re- 
plied la the alBriaattT*, Queatlon- 
ed lii regard to th« aatiaf^ of the 
message, he replied: 

"I respectfully refer you to the 
Admiralty for an answer. 

"I also gave orders to stop the 
ship," Captain Turner continued, 
"but vfe could not stop. We found 
that the aagiaaa ware out of com- 
miasion. It waa aot aafe to Ipwer 
the boata uatll tho apeed waa off 
the vessel. Aa a matter ot fact, 
there was a perceptible headway on 
her up to the time she went down. 

"When she was struck she was 
listed to starboard. I stood on the 
bridge when she sank and the Lusl- 
taala weat down vadar me. She 
floated about 18 miaatea after, the 
torpedo struck her. My watch stop- 
ped at 2:30. I was picked up from 
among the wreckage and afterward 
waa brought aboard a trawler. 

"No warship was Tonvoylng us. 
.1 saw. oo warahlp. aad aooe waa re- 
ported to me aa havlas been aeea. 
Xt the time I Waa plekad ap I ao- 
ticed bodies floating oa tl^e aurfaee. 
but saw no living persons." 

"Eighteen knots was not the nor- 
mal speed of the Lusltanla, was It?" 

"At ordlaary tlmea," answered 
CapUln Turner, "ahe could make 
25 kaota, but la war Unua her 
speed was reduced to II kaota. My 
reason for going 18 knots was that 
1 wanted to arrive at Liverpool bar 
without stopping and within two or 
three hours of high water."

After phyalclaaa had teatlfled that 
the victims had met death through 
prolonged Immersion and exhaus- 
tion, the Coroner summed up the 
case and tbo J«ry broaght la its

One oi (lie main troubles connect- 
ed with supiiressing tlie liquor traf- 
fic is, the officers, we fear, do not 
get the support they should from 
the citizens in general. If all the 
law-abidlnR citlvens of Hartford and 
vicinity would make up their minds 
to loyally ;issist tlie officials, both in 
spirit iMid act. In siiiiiircssiiin the 
nefarious practice of ll<inor-selling 
in our community, tiie bootleggers 
would soon go out of business. 

Then when some guilty party Is 
caught in the "dragnet" and is in- 
dicted for false swearing or for the 
sale of liiiiior, the matter should be 
pressed in Circuit Court and the of- 
fenders iHuiislii'd as the law diiiTls. 
But as IniiK as the citizenry remain 
passive, or request that the Indlct- 
menU be filed away, giving the of- 
fea^ars another chance, as It were, 
therer.will be no shppresslon of the 
bootlekgers. CItlaens should dis- 
countenaiic !■ and refuse to aid in 
any way those under tlu? sliadow of 
liquor sellin-g.

T«t Stonewall might have gone 
dowB tha TaUay In dafiat bad It not 
been (or a little eollaia Ctrl named 
Belle Boyd. 

TIh' I'lilon Ccncral Shields was 
(lliiiltcrt'd at .Miss llovil's liousc. He 
lu'ld a oonnsel m uar lliiMi'. 
Boyd bored a hole in the floor of 
her cbamber.wblcli was over Shield's 
room, and lay there with her ear to 
It tbrougbont the nlgbt. The next 
morning Stonewall Jaekion -was in 
full possession of the plana for a 
battle and was able tO defeat the 
I'nion army. 

She kept up her valiant work for 
the Confederacy until the Union 
ofletra began to tnapect her, and 
Jaekaon ordrad her to move from 
her Shenandoah home to Wihehes- 
ler She had been arrested by the 
Federals and had flirted her way to 
liberty, lor she was a pretty Kirl, 
despite tile lihelous pliotoRraplis of 
her. In Winehester .lai kson confer- 
red upon her a commission as Cap- 
tain In the Confederate army. By 
thia tla* the whole Nortb had be- 
come aware of the lervlce ahe was 
renilerlns the Confoderacy, and ev- 
ery officer and private was on the 
alert to Ket her. Yet she escaped 
until l!>t;4, when she was < aimlit on 
a blockade runner. Her <;iplor lo>t 
hi* heart to her, deserted the navy 
and married her, and the Prince of 
Walea. afterward Edward VII., at- 
tanded the wedding. 

Belle Boyd is the most famous of 
apiei, but there are many others 
who deserve at least as much fame 
M the won. One of them was Eliza- 
beth R. yan Liaw. who had the In- 
cradtbla eovraga to act aa a Union 
apy in Richmond throoghout the 
war. 

She did not confine her activities 
to spying and reporting what she 
had discovered to the Union Uener- 
ala. the dealt o«t meaaacea to sol- 
lara In Libby from their homes.

For 
members of the t;overnnieiits, he 
aays, there are too many prejudices 
wMBh pravant them from taking 
tha iattlaUTO naUl they have either 
eonqnarad or baon abaolataly crush- 
ivteiy-free and uuprejudtoud are the 
bourgeois parties have surrendered 
unconditionally to the god o: Mars. 
The only party that stands abso- 
lutely free and unprejudiced is the 
Socialists, and it la their duty to act 
now coaraiisoBa^ aad eaorgetlcally. 

Herr Baraatain la Hrmly convinc- 
ed that if the Soclalisu In any of 
the belligerent countries will make 
the beginning, tlu ir comrades In all 
the other countries will follow suit.

Tkay ata tha romaaata of 
the diadpiee of Aaa Lea, touader of 
the "trelted Bodety of Belierera in 
the Second Coming of Jesus Christ." 
who settled In South Colon In 1800. 

Thirty-flve or forty years ago 
Shakertown was a tlirlvlng com- 
munistic village of between 7 00 and 
800 inhabitants. ,The products of 
their atllb aad factoriea wara kaown 
far and wtda. Thay aaecaaotally 
operated' allk and wooIAa mllla; 
they made hats for men and women. 
Their canning works became fa- 
mous. Nobody, so older people de- 
clare, ever made such strawberry 
preserves, and their tine salt-rising 
bread waa a houaehold word In this 
rasloa. On 7.000 tertlla aoroa great 
crops were raised. They Uved 
large, two-story briek houMs. each 
with accommodations for about 200 
persons and there were solid walls 
between the doraUtortoar lor tko men 
and women. , 

Celibacy is one of the tenets of 
the daaomlaatloa. and with the 
paaalac of tko years the floarlahing 
colony haa steadily decreaaed In 
numbers. Land has also been sold 
until the holding at present Is 3.200 
acres. The old buildings are In a 
generally dilapidated condition, and 
the hum of milts has been silent a 
quarter of a century. But the little 
colony of old paopla la tar from 
want All tha mombara ara well-to- 
do, aad they raiae abundant crops, 
with colored tenaata to do the work. 
The property they owa la Tory Tal- 
uable. 

Mr. Perryman was frank In ex- 
pressing his vlewa as to what be 
would 'like to sea done with the 
property when it flaally paaaea from 
tha hands of the Shakara. He la 
hopeful that a great industrial 
school for Kentucky boys may be 
left as a memorial to the Shakers 
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aad koned mush, hut there will be 
eompansatlnns After the war Iw 
over the i:nroppai).s who liave eaten 
corn will continue to eat It, and the 
flelds of waving com on the Amer- 
ican farms will be tranaformed into 
gold- mines. Tka yellow keraabi 
wiH lUnt with tha real hiater of 
wai^ But vm though com meal 
ii tfaarer than It was a few- weeks 
ago. It Is still cheaper tliati wlieat 
flour. Necessity niny teach soinc 
Americans that they can reiliice tlie 
cost of living, even now. by using 
more corn meal. And that will be 
anotha^ form la which tfce compen- 
sation will manifest Itself.
